Cr year 1860 marked the beginning of the concern resvonsibie for 
setting up the Daprato Librarv of Ecclesiesticel Art. At that time a 
group of men asscciated themselves .and opened a small shop in the base- 
ment of a building which is now downtdwa Chicago. Here they modeled ani 
decorated statues working long hours’in this restless American city, _ 
sending back to their families in Europe whatever could be spared. With 

the passage of over seventy vears this same organization struggled in- 
ecessantly against manv difficulties until it now occupies a position of 
great imvortance in its fieid. 

In keeping with the high ideals activating the founders of this, the °“& 
largest religious statuary concern in the world, there is in connection — 
with the Daprato Statuarv Comoany a library devoted exclusively to the , 
fields cf Ecclesiastical Art, architecture, Saints, anddSymbolism. The 
collection consists now of over twelve hundred volumes, besides several 
thousane pictures and pamphlets, ali carefullv selected from home and 
abroad. The bcoks in English, French, German, and Italian, are arranced 
by the Dewev Decimal Class ification an 1d are minutely catalogue for ail 
illustrations of value in art. Entries are made under the title, sub- 
ject, and artist's name for every picture of importance using Library 
cf Cengress cards where possible. In some instances the number of cards 
total a hundred ocr more so close is the analysis made. With the cards 
fer the picture and vamphlets included, the card catalogue comprises 
about 24,000 entries. 


The library subscribes to thirty Catholic periodicals end to as 
many Catholic newspapers. Clippings of interest are vosted weckly on a 
bulletin board in the library. Other magazine material is clipped or * 


filed whole in envelopes with the pamphlet collection. This enables the ; 
librery to serve effectually as a reference librerv for the firm and to 
inquiries reccived in the mail. Such avestions as, "ivyhat do the Rubrics ‘ 


of the Church decree concerning the building of an cltar? How is Saint 
Theresa of Avila revresented in Christian Art? What are her attributcs? 
What does the Pelican symbolize? What is the historv cf the Roman col- 
lar? Why is Saint Edward shown holding a dove? Have rou pictures cf the 
Toledo Cathedral in Spain? Have you anything on the Adam stvle of archigg 
tecture?" are typical cf the kind continually received. 


Gradualiy the library has become an important factor in the Daprato 
business reaching dnuto every department. It aids the @orrespondence de- 
partment by carding its inquiries and renvorts. For the Sales Department 
the library pastes into large books illustrations of altars, railings, 
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windows, ote. which have beon executed br the Studio ar-enging them ac- 
cording to the style of architecture. Fach illustration is then indoxed 

* under the name of the purchasor, tho place where sct up, for reference. 
The Advertising Department uses library materiel in proparing literature 
and circulars while its own productions are carefully filed away by the 

‘ library. Business catalogs arc ‘classifiod, filed, and indexcd for the 
convenicnes of the Purchasing Department. *Paténts and Trade Marks are 
filed aecording to number and date of expiration. The reports of the 

e Treasury Departments Decisions on- the Tariff arc checked for items of 

intorcst and the notations. »laced on cards and filed alphabotically by 
subject. In <eddition to this small deposit of books supplicd by the 
Chicago. Public Lidrery is kopt for the use o7 employees. These titles 
arc loaned for two. weel: periods. 


‘The 115i vary scrvcs ‘also. as a ‘roognhion room for visitors to the 
Studio and the Directors hold their conferences and shop foremen their 
mectings at its. tables. The primary idea of the library, however, is 
to- furnish the artists of the Daprato Studios with matorial nccded in 
ecquiring accurate information, new ideas, and ‘knuwledec of the work 
of others in-the ficld so thet the Studios mev give the best possible 
sorvicc in thoir art work. In addition to that information is sunpiied 
to visitors" having inguirics in thc arts. Books ond pictures are added 
constantly with the samc svstom of analytical. cateloguing in force. In 
time it is cxvectcd thct the "Daprato Library of Ecclesiastical Art",to 
give the library its official namo, will bceomo a comprchensive and cx- 
tensive collection worthy of the mah ideals sect for it in tho ficld of 

Ecclesiestical art.
